Among the features of the place 
are the trees around the so-called 
Bourbon tower, planted by King 
Louis XVIII. of France, who spent 
much of his exile at Stowe ns the 
guest of the first Duke of Bucking¬ 
ham. The second Duke entertained 
the late Queen Victoria and the 
Prince Consort there in the early 
days of the Victorian era, and the 
place, after having been rented to 
the late Count of Paris, from the 
time of his banishment from France 
until his death, is now in the pos¬ 
session of Lady Kinloss, oldest 
daughter and heiress of tho last 
Duke of Buckingham and Chnndos, 
and a peeress in her own right. 

She is married to Captain Morgan- 
Grcnville, a former officer of the 
army, and at her death the title of 
Lord Kinloss will pass to her son. 
Though well off she Is not rich en¬ 
ough to live at Stowe or to keep 
the place empty year after year un- 
rented. For she has found no tenant 
for it since the death of tho Count 
of Parris. • That is why she is now 
endeavoring to sell it, and the per¬ 
son who buys it will by reason of its 
possession become at once one of the 
most conspicuous and influential fig¬ 
ures in the aristocratic County of 
Bucks, where there arc so many 
beautiful country scats.

The Quartered Emblem May Cost 
Each User £500. 

J)o you propose to raise the Royal 
Standard on your premises or pro¬ 
perty at the coronation? asks t4io 
London Express. 

If you haul it up without Home 
Office authority you can bo fined as 
much as £500. 

There arc no penalties against fly¬ 
ing the national Jack, but tho quar¬ 
tered emblem is the Insignia of roy¬ 
alty and royalty's presence, and 
where seen must be saluted by tho 
King’s soldiers and sailors. 

Greenwich Borough Council hate 
just found this out in correspondence 
with the Home Office on the question 
whether a Royal Standard might bo 
raised over their own hull. As a re¬ 
sult of the negative reply, they are 
going to fly the Union Jack. 

'If Greenwich really wunted to fly 
the King’s emblem," said an. ofllciul 
the other day, "no one would have 
taken any notice, least of all tho 
warships in the Thames. But sinco 
the question was raised they had to 
have the legal answer." 

"What about the privalc firms who 
use the royal arms?" asked our re¬ 
presentative. 

"Yes, they are liable unless they 
have authority. Pastry cooks, 
drapers, and institutions use the 
royal arms, although the royal con¬ 
sent or letters patent are needed if 
freedom from penalties is desired." 

"Then there is ail indiscriminate 
use mode of the royal flag and 
arms?" 

"To some extent," replied tho offi¬ 
cial, "aJthough no action has been 
taken." 

Thus the royal arms on tho bun 
bag or programme may not be legal 
without letters of patent or appoint¬ 
ment, and no' shik or building (an 
fly the Royal Standard without war¬ 
rant or the presence of tho Sover¬ 
eign.

REMOUNT DEPOTS. 

System to Bo Discussed by tho 
Imperial Author!ties. 

The London Dally ICall says: The 
important question of the supply of 
remounts to' tho army in peace 'and 
war is at last to receive some at¬ 
tention at the hands of the PaU Mall 
authorities. Before the war an an¬ 
nual supply of 2,000 horses proved 
adequate. Since the outbreak of 
hostilities that number h** been 
multiplied "a hundredfold annually; 
but the stafl for supplying these 
varying numbers has, unfortunately, 
not proved sufficiently elastic. The 
Secretary of State has, however, 
tackled the question with a view to 
the provision of a remount depart¬ 
ment that will be Itble with ease to 
supply the peace wants, and also be 
prepared in times of emergency to 
increase this supply up to as many 
as a quarter of a million per an¬ 
num. 

The idea of breeding their own 
horses has been practically aban¬ 
doned by tho *War Office, who now 
consider that the registration sysr 
tem is the most practicable, as well 
as the least expensive. As far as 
possible the colonies are to bo in¬ 
vited to supply a certain number of 
horses annually. Canada has agreed 
to turnish GOO Canadian horses per 
annum, which will be full-grown and 
trained by the Canadian local 
troops, at a cost of £20,000 an¬ 
nually. Australia will also supply 
a proportion of India’s needs. 

Registration of horses is to be car¬ 
ried out more extensively and much 
more carefully, and the services of 
a special staff of purchasers are to 
be engaged. .They will re(eive a re¬ 
taining salary of three or four 
pounds a week, which will be largely 
increased when their services arc 
actually requisitioned. 

The military attaches at the vari¬ 
ous courts arc also to report annutyj- 
ly on tho resources of the countries 
to which they are accredited, to fa¬ 
cilitate the purchase of animals 
throughout the Continent and the 
United States. In connection with 
the army corps, a remount depot is 
to be formed for each. 

A large increase is also to be made 
in the establishment of shoeing 
smiths, and bonuses are to he paid 
to farriers who instruct young hands 
in the art of shoeing.

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A BAN OF MANY ICRDEBS 

TRIAL OF MUSOLINO, THE 
ITALIAN BANDIT. 


He Has Become a Popular Hero. 

—Crowds' Gather to See 
Him. 

Tho trial of Musolino, the brigand, 
at Lucca continues, and ulthough it 
has been going on for throe weeks 
the end is not yet in sight, says a 
Koine dofefutch. Musolino is still a 
general favorite.

EXPECTED TO BE COMPLETED 
BY END OP YEAR. 

Proposal to Have American Ca- 
bl 9 Connect With Lino at 
Panning Island. 

The steamer Miowera, which arriv¬ 
ed at Victoria, B. C., from Sydney, 
via South Sea ports the other day, 
brought among her passengers 
Messrs. Lucas and Taylor, of the 
Pacific Cable Board, who left the 
cable-laying steamer Anglia a't Suva, 
after the vessel completed the laying 
of the cable to the Fijis, and are 
bound to London, where they will 
join the steamer Colonia, which is 
now taking on board many miles of 
cable near Greenwich. The Colonia 
will sail shortly' from London for 
Victoria and Bamfleld Creek, to 
complete laying the cable from tho 
latter point to Fanning Island, 
where connection will be made with 
the cable-laying steamer Ang:ia, 
which has started to load from Suva 
to again fill her cable ranks. Efforts 
are being made in New Zealand to 
have the American cable, which is 
to connect with San Fraricisco and 
Honolulu, connected with tho British 
cable at Fanning Island. Sir 
Joseph Ward, in a recent interview 
at Wellington, stated that tho New 
Zealand Government for their part 
were agreeable to a proposal made 
in this connection by tho Commer¬ 
cial Pacific Cable Company, whoso 
engineer, Mr. Dickinson, was at Hon¬ 
olulu whciK the . Miowera left there, 
examining sites for u cable landing. 
Tho United States company has se¬ 
lected Sun Francisco ns their Pacific 
coast landing.* It is doubtful if tho 
other colonies participating in tho 
cost of the British Pacific cable will 
evor agree lo have tho connection 
made via Funning Island. The con¬ 
nection from Brisbane to Suva was 
completed on April 20, and on the 
28rd the general traffic commenced. 
The rate charged from Suva to 
Sydney is 86 cents per word. The 
Anglia commenced w'ork at Bris¬ 
bane, and laid the first stretch of 
submarine cubic to Norfolk Island, 
from which point the deep-sea cable 
was stretched to New Zealand, und 
thence to Suva. 

TOSSED IN A CYCLONE. 

About 2,800 miles of cubic was 
laid, and during tho work tho cable 
ship was tossed in a heavy cyclone, 
which imperiled the cable steamer, 
und carried her stenm gcur away, 
as well as sinn.shlng ono of her 
boats to splinters, which was stored 
on the bridge deck, thirty-five feet 
above the water line.

Addition Built to West- 
mine ter Abbey. 

The annex to Westminster Abbey, 
hae now progressed sufficiently to 
Judge of its effect; saye a London 
despatch. It practically lengthens 
tho west end of the Abbey by 100 
feet. It is solidly built of heavy 
timber in the same design architec¬ 
turally as the Abtoy. It is being 
faced with cement and treated so 
as to appear discolored by ugc. Ti'^ 
battlementod tops of the walls uit> 
the traceries in the windows uro 
now sufficiently advan(cd to show 
how highly successful tho imitation 
is. Tho cement is being celverly 
tinted and roughened and a worn ap¬ 
pearance being given to it. 

The route of tho coronation pro¬ 
cession is now in gigantic splints 
and its appearance has been com¬ 
pletely transformed. The Abbey it¬ 
self is being almost completely hid¬ 
den from view by enormous stands. 

It is estimated that theic will bo 
12,000 seats on the stands, which 
will give a view of the procession as 
it approaches the Abbc-y entrance. 
With the exception of a large gtand 
at St. Paul's which will accommo¬ 
date 1,600 people there are few 
stands in the square mile of the city 
Itself on account of the narrowness 
of the streets. But everywhere else 
tho stands are going up daily for^, 
the short procession on the first day 

The seats are offered at high - 
prices, but there is no great rush 
for tho big procession. Prices al¬ 
ready show a tendency to decline 
and tho public evidently expects 
A FURTHER REDUCTION. 
Single scats in tho West End uro 
now quoted at from three to fifteen 
guineas, In the city at from one to 
ten guineas, und in South London 
from half a guinea to five guineas. 

A feuturo of tho street decorations 
in Westminster ure the triumphal 
arches at one end of Parliament 
street.

On the urmumt there is ait 
open balustrade cf pinnacles on 
which St. George, St. Patrick, St. 
Andrew and St. Rapid are grouped 
around the lion. The bulustrudo is 
decorated with flowers and shrubs 

The arch at Hyde Park corner has 
two sots of six columns decorated 
with the royal arms and those of 
India and tho chitf colonies The 
columns will be linked with wreaths 
of roses surmounted with winged al¬ 
legorical figures in gold pjnjing mu¬ 
sical instruments. 

A similar arch in Whitehall street, 
is lined with Venetian masts und 
deckrated shields displaying tke rose, 
and has a portcullis of long stream¬ 
ers showing tho King’s budges v/iih 
wreaths, roses and the imperial 
crown with long tassels. 

Near Abbey row all the white col- 
umns bearing the royal arms and 
surrounded by the garter will rise 
out of forest greenery.

When he and tho wit¬ 
nesses called upon to testify in the 
court declare that he is innocent of 
the original murder, and crowds lis¬ 
ten and weep hysterically, and for¬ 
getting or appro\ing of his other 
murders 

REGARD HIM AS A MARTYR. 

It seems probable that his sentence 
if indeed he is convicted, will be 
very light. The argument made by 
the defence is that he was driven to 
his later crimes by an overwhelming 
sense of injustice which made him 
morally irresponsible for his actions. 
Such is the argument which appeals 
successfully oven to the Tuscan good 
sense. Public opinion in Calabria 
docs not oven seek to excuse the 
murderer. In that place his crimes 
uro completely justified; 

Musolino's uncle, Filasto, created 
a great impression when he went on 
the stand in the courtroom at Luc¬ 
ca. Filasto is a man of sound com¬ 
mon sense, of unsullied record and 
very much respected. Although he 
lived at Santo Stefano, the ehteio 
of his nephew's murderous exploits, 
ho regards Musolino as "a gentle¬ 
man" who merely discharged his 
djuty in securing Justice by his own 
hands. 

Filasto resembles the lost type of 
his fellow citizens. It is an indict¬ 
ment of the justice of Italian tri¬ 
bunals, an appeal to which does not 
enter into the mind of the honest 
Calabrian. Official justice is costly 
and slow and is suspected of l>eing 
corrupt. The # Calabrian (Hll have 
nono of it, preferring the personal 
vendetta. 

It now' seems as if the result of 
the present trial, instead of bring¬ 
ing home to the rest of Italy the 
fact that Calabria is a somi-bar- 
barous province that lacks all but 
the most elementary institutions of 
civilization will rather be the in¬ 
crease, if possible, of the prestige of 
the vendetta.

A New Kind of Fuel Manufactur¬ 
ed in France. 

The report that a concern in Frau 
Tho report that a concern in 
France is engaged in the manufacture 
of solid petroleum, that is, petrol¬ 
eum solidified so that it may be 
handled like coke or coal, and that 
it is soon to place its product upon 
the market, should be of interest to 
users of toal or petroleum in any of 
its forms as fuel. It is said that 
the new article weighs only one-half 
as much as coal und that it gives 
out twice ns much heat. 

In describing this product n cor¬ 
respondent says that it is manufac¬ 
tured in the form of briquettes, 
which are composed chiefly of petrol¬ 
eum, either crude or refined, and 
possess all the desirable qualities of 
coal and ordinary petroleum with-1 
out any of the objectionable charac¬ 
teristics of either. 

In addition to their lightness they 
leuve "only two or ft per cent, of 
residue; do not form clinkers; do not 
melt or run; burn without sanell or 
smoke; do not absorb moisture: will 
float on the water; do not explode; 
and are not liable to spontaneous 
combusion under any circumstances; 
will keep indefinitely, retaining all 
their quulitioH of combustion; give 
off a very white flame eight to ten 
inches high; produce twice as much 
heat as coal; can be used in any 
kind of furnace, nnd arc easy ami 
agreeable to handle." 

It is believed that this new form 
of fuel will be found particularly 
valuable for torpedo boats and. in 
case of emergency, for larger ves¬ 
sels. Tho briquettes occupy only 
one-half the space necessary for coal, 
und it is calculated that a boat 
which requires 2.030 tons of coal te 
steam a given numner of mile* can 
cover tho same distance with 1 ( b»0 
tons of petroleum briquettes. 

Again, tho saving in space whirl* 
would be made possible by the m i 
of this'condensed fuel would onabli 
a ship to curry a much larger e;»r* 
go. Moreover, it is said that a 
boat using briquettes can get up 
steam in from onc-quurter to one* 
third tho time ordinarily require! 
when coal is employed: and. fm ■ 
ther, that no smoke attends tl i 
combustion. 

The principal object of expense 'n 
the manufacture of the new fur! 
seems to bo the oil. 'The other n* 
gredients contained in its compos* 
Ltion and tho labor nnd mnchiuciy 
cost comparatively little.

Thk death of Mr. Munro raises 
several important points but the law 
seems to be clear in the matter, and 
that a new election can be held before 
the house meets. In a case where a 
member dies before the closing of a 
poll the returning officer has power to 
declare the election off and declare a 
new one. In this case apparently the 
law is that the returning officer must 
return as elected the name of the can¬ 
didate in the box having the highest 
number of votes, and there is no way 
in which lie can be officially advised 
as to the death of Mr> Munro.

A striking effect is obtained by th 
manner in which the woodwork has bee 
finished oft’. It is made of solid inalio^ 
any, and painted in nn ivory-whit< 
quite remarkable in its finish. Thi 
effect is obtained by a process of rut 
bing down or felting between each stu 
cessivc coat, the gloss which is apparen 
being obtained, not by any form of vai 
nishing, but by painstaking labor.

DOMESTICS IN AFRICA. 

A Housekeeper’s- Experience With 
the Kaffirs. 

An amusing picture* of domestic 
conditional in South Africa is given 
by Mrs. Blow. Mrs. Blow's husband 
was manager of a mins in South 
Africa, and both husband and wifo 
lived there for several years. In re¬ 
calling the domestic problem as it 
exists in that region, she soys : 

Most of the work is done by 
Kaffirs, who are called "boys," no 
matter what their age may be. 

When the Kaffir boys come from 
the kraals no one ever uses theJr nu 
tivc names.

Scalloped Vegetable Oysters. — 
Sulsify, or vegetable oyster, as it is 
sometimes called, on account of a 
vague reminiscence of the oyster 
flavor, makes a very palatable dish 
when scalloped lik* oysters. Scrape 
tho roots, cut in small pieces, boil 
till tender, then ulternale layers of 
the vegeta le witli layers of cracker 
crumbs, seasoning each layer gener¬ 
ously with butter, Halt’ pepper, and 
adding a little minced pWrsley.

Macaroni With Cheese.—Macaroni 
with cheese is a hearty dish, that 
will lessen thc consumption of meat. 
Throw the desired quantity of macar¬ 
oni into boiling salted water and 
let it boil fifteen minutes. Drain 
off the water, and replace with f-xif- 
ficient milk to cover. Boil till done. 
Butter a pudding dish, sprinkle the 
bottom generously with grated 
cheese; put in a layer of macaroni, 
season with a little white pepper and- 
plenty of butter and sprinkle with 
cheese, then another layer of macar¬ 
oni, and so on until 1 lie dish is full, 
letting the last layer be bread 
crumbs on top of the cheese. A ye r y 
little mustard flour \ ith each In.ver 
is liked by some. Set on the oven 
until well heated through and brown 
on top. 

Macaroni Cutlets —Boil a quarter 
of a pound of macaroni (spaghette is 
better) till tender; chop slightly, 
add six ounces of bread crumbs, two 
or three lurge onions, chopped and 
fried; a couple of tomatoes fried af¬ 
ter the onions, a teaspoonful of lem¬ 
on thyme and parsley, and one egg 
to bind. Mix, roll in flour, shape 
into cutlets and fry in boiling fat 
till crif-Tp and brown. Serve with a 
sauce piquunte made as follows: 
Take equal quantities of vegetable 
stock and tomato a In vntel; fry a 
chopped onion brown, add the other 
ingredients, thicken with corn flour, 
boil and strain. The water in which 
legumes and vegetables are boiled 
constitutes a vegetable stock. Tho 
tomato a la vat cl is a sauce that 
Can be obtained at any large gro¬ 
cer’s store. 

Mock Fish I’atties.—Mock fish pat¬ 
ties taste so much like fish ns to de¬ 
ceive thc very elect. Scrape salsify 
roots well, and lay them in cold wa¬ 
ter for half an hour. Boil till ten¬ 
der and drain. Beat with a wooden 
spoon to a smooth paste, entirely 
free from fiber. Moisten with milk, 
allow one egg and a tenspoonful of 
butter to each cup of salsify, boat¬ 
ing thc eggs before nddiiar them.

Mock Fish Putties.—Mock fish pat¬ 
ties taste so much like fish as to de¬ 
ceive the very elect. Scrape salsify 
roots well, and lav them in cold wa¬ 
ter for half an hour. Holl till ten¬ 
der and drain. Heat with a wooden 
spoon to a smooth paste, entirely 
free from fiber. Moisten witli milk, 
allow one egg und a teaspoonful of 
butter to each cup of salsify, boat¬ 
ing the eggs before adding them. 
Season with salt and white popper 
to taste. Put into scalloped shells 
or fire-proof patties, and sprinkle 
with bread crumbs that have been 
browned in butter. 

Mock Whitefish.—Put half a pint 
of milk on to boil and thicken with 
rather more thun an ounce of ground 
rice. Add a lump of butter, salt, a 
little grated onion and a saltspoonr- 
ful of mace, and let all cook togeth¬ 
er for ten minutes, stirring frequent¬ 
ly. Boil three potatoes, mash well 
and while hot udd to tho rice or it 
will not set well. Pour into a dish, 
and when quite cold and stiff cut in¬ 
to slices, roll in egg and bread 
crumbs, fry, and servo with a pars¬ 
ley sauce. The mixture must, bn 
stiff, for the rice softens when fried, 
and the fab—oil,lard or nucolinc— 
must be beyond the boiling point. 
The cutlets will then c crisp and 
( 1*00 from oily flavor. The parsley 
sauce requires one ounce of^mtter 
melted in a saucepan, with imo des¬ 
sert spoonful of flour stirred in and 
made perfectly free from lumps 
Then add a tcacupful of milk und 
stir till it. boils. Finally, add a 
largo teaspoonful of finely chopped 
parsley. 

In preparing all these substitutes 
remember that their excellence and 
j flavor depend largely on the frying 
There should be plenty of fat, and 
i it should be very hot.

Physical courage l* very largely a 
matter of circunistamser . and there 
are times when u most trivial inci¬ 
dent is sufficient to cause at leaet 
momentary fear in tho breast of the 
bravest man, remarked a non-com¬ 
missioned officer to a writer in Tit- 
Bit®. Do not imagine that I wish 
to disparage the courage of Tommy 
Atkins,', that would be both absurd 
und unjust; but it is, nevertheless, a 
fact -that I have seen whole bodies 
of troops scared ovw a trifle at 
which they laughed heartily them¬ 
selves when it was explained. 

One of tho most trying ordeals a 
soldier on active service has to un¬ 
dergo is a nig|it murch through an 
unknown country. Tho silence, 
darkness, and knowledge of unseen 
danger have their effect even on tho 
nerve® of tried soldiers.

MILK FEVER CURES. 

Every. little while wo see published 
certain cure® for tho torriblo disease 
in cow®-known as milk fovor. Thn’ 
loss from this source 1® no doubt 
heavy, and it ie worth while to do 
all in our power to chock it® rav¬ 
ages, writes Mr. E. L. Vincent. 

But may it not bo poseiblo that 
hero, as in so many other instance®, 
traditional "ounce of prevent¬ 
ion" may bo worth tho pound of 
cure? It seems to mo so. It ha® 
been my practice slnle coming on 
tho farm to follow tho following 
plan with cows duo to come fresh 
In tho spring of the year, as woll us 
in early summer. Three of 4 woeks 
before tho cow is due to give milk 
all heavy grain is taken away from 
lior. In the place of this tho very 
best of hay is given to the cows, 
and in other ways care is increased 
until tho critical period comes on. 
Tho same day tho calf* is born a ra¬ 
tion of two quurtn of bran is giv¬ 
en, well mixed with warm water or 
tho first milk taken from tho cow. 
This assists in a most important 
way in cloaring up the system of»lho 
cow. For two day® tho cow is not 
allowed to drink cold water. It i® 
somethin** of a chore to warm and 
carry wgter to a herd of cows in 
this way, but it will pay. Before 
letting tho cow out to drink with 
tho rest I give her a pall of tho 
warmed water, thus partially quench¬ 
ing her thirst before she goe® to tho 
cold water. 

Now I gradually begin to put tho 
cow back on her ration of meal, 
keeping up In the meanwhile tho 
bran, until at last I have her tak¬ 
ing her accustomed quantity of the 
heavier feed. In this way I have 
succeeded in removing nil danger of 
milk fever, and have not had a case 
in thirteen years. Sometimes it is 
well to milk the cow out before sho 
begins to givo milk regularly. This 
removes nny possible (lunger of pto¬ 
maine-poisoning. 

One of tho best cow® I know of-- 
a splendid, large and healthy uni- 
mu 1 belonging to a neighbor — a 
little while ago died from overdrink¬ 
ing at a cold stream the day after 
she hud her calf. I believe many 
cases of milk fever may lie traced to 
the chill following taking so much 
cold water before the cow should 
have it. No doubt a dose of suit® 
or saltpetre, given a few days boforo 
the cow is due, is another preven¬ 
tion. And is it not much better to 
think of these tilings beforehand than 
to regret that we did not when it 
is too late?

Therefore ^ 
the policy of feeders should be to 
make use of curly maturity as far 
us practicable. In cases where lands 
are cheap and pastures and coarse 
fodders or feeds can be hud in abun¬ 
dance, it may yet be desirable to 
take more time in finishing a steer 
for market, and thereby secure .t 
greater weight with h smaller 
amount of grain. 

In tho feeding sections of the coun¬ 
try the conditions are such as to fa 
vor a liberal feeding from first to 
lust; curly maturity may obtain¬ 
ed by a ilberal ration of the ordin¬ 
ary feed stulTs through the entire 
growing mid fattening period That 
is to say, early maturity may be 
largely accomplished by a liberal use 
of the cheap feeds of the farm, com¬ 
bined with a suitable grain ration
